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ANNEING A CONTINENT. 
The N ew York Times is having some fun 
at the expense of the Matin of Paris over 
the latter’s indignant protest against the al­ 
leged action of England in annexing the 
South Pole. 
The Matin has discovered, the 
Times says, that the British have calmly j 
taken over the entire Antarctic continent 
and the water adjacent thereto. 
This they 
hav 
done, the Times 
continues, 
“by the 
simple method of proclamation, which for 
all practical purposes constitutes sufficient 
legal form for the annexation of unclaimed 
and unoccupied 
land, 
unless 
somebody 
wants to go to war about it; and what par­ 
ticularly stirs the Matin’s wrath is that this 
proclamation was published only in the Of­ 
ficial Gazette of the Falkland Islands.” 
The Times, remarking 
that most of the 
approaches to the South 
Pole 
have been 
discovered 
and 
explored by Englishmen, 
makes game of the French paper’s indigna­ 
tion. 
Yet the matter of this annexation, if 
an annexation it be, may be worth looking 
into. If the British empire has really taken ; 
over the Antarctic continent it has done so 
because 
far-sighted 
and 
well-informed 
Englishmen believe that the South Polar 
lands and seas are or will be some day val-1 
uable to England in spite of the ice that i 
covers them. 
On many occasions in the past England 
has manifested a similar far-sightedness,; 
generally, it must be confessed, to the ad­ 
vantage of civilization; and since we our­ 
selves certainly do not want the South Pole 
or its adjacent lands and waters, any de­ 
velopment or exploitation which is possible : 
there will probably 
be 
promoted 
more 
swiftly lieder British authority than under 
any other which might conceivably be in­ 
terested. 
Yet one cannot help feeling that] 
in this day and time there is a certain incon­ 
gruity in the spectacle of any nation taking 
over vast areas, even if they be composed 
solely of ice, by the simple process of pro­ 
claiming’ that these areas are hers. 
And 
the fact that most of the approaches to the 
South Pole were discovered and explored | 
by Englishmen does not settle the matter 
conclusively because the South Pole itself 
was discovered by a Norwegian. 
So the French newspaper’s wrath while 
it may be extreme and exaggerated, is at ’ 
least comprehensible if the facts are as it 
declares them to be. 
There will be no war I 
over the South Polar ice wastes, of course, 
and few people will consider the matter of! 
sufficient importance to warrant any heat I 
or excitement. 
Yet the southern seas are 
said to abound in whales 
and 
seals, and 
there are rumors of vast fisheries awaiting 
exploitation there, while some venturesome 
prophets have also foretold the discovery 
of enormous mineral deposits. 
If there is 
truth in the annexation story, the forehand-1 
edness of the British Empire inclines one to 
believe that there may be some basis for 
tfhese prophecies.

That is well put and 
it lines the liberals up with 
the

sentiment of the country, which is evidently j 


ready for neither the Tory program nor the/ 
labor pogram when thus boldly stated in 
the simplest and pleasant terms. 
And the 
indictment of the conservative party goes 
further. 
“I will not move a finger,” de­ 
clares the liberal spokesman, “to prolong 
the disastrous stewardship of the present: 
government. 
The days of the present gov­ 
ernment are numbered. They have reduced 
this country to a cipher in the councils of 
the world.” 
All of which is true. 
But Mr. Asquith, 
speaking for the liberals and having now 
said what he won’t do, ought to say what 
he will do. 
Somehow the British govern­ 
mental ball must be kept rolling. 
That is) 
really more important than forcing Premier 
Baldwin to resign.

“LEGALITY” A N D JUSTICE. 
From the K ansas City Star. 


The attention of Missourians again has 
been drawn to the legal formalism, which 
threatens now to free a convicted slayer in 
Cole County who has appealed his case to 
the supreme court. 
John Lee, a convict under sentence of 
death for murdering his cellmate, is seek­ 
ing a reversal from the high court on the 
grounds that the information under which 
he was convicted 
omitted 
the name and 
title of the prosecuting attorney, and failed 
to use the legal phrase, “under his oath 
aforesaid.” 
Attorney General Barrett, in an oppos­ 
ing brief, declares that the omission of the 
words in the information did not deprive I 
Lee of a substantial legal right, nor could it 
be construed as prejudicial. .Mr. Barrett 
also calls attention to a widespread belief I 
that “the courts are more concerned with 
the form than the merits” in criminal prose­ 
cutions. 
The Lee case recalls to many persons a 
former criminal case that attracted much 
public 
attention. 
A member 
of the St. 
Louis City council had been convicted of ac­ 
cepting a $500 bribe and sentenced to serve 
two years in the state penitentiary. 
When 
the case reached the supreme court, Judge 
James B. Gantt set aside 
the 
conviction, 
bas*- 
h - r A* - on the omission jf the 
word “the” in the indictment. 
The court 
held that the St. Louis alderman was ille­ 
gally convicted 
because 
the 
indictment 
merely recited that the alleged criminal act 
was “against the peace and dignity of 
state of Missouri.” 
If it had read “the 
state,” then it would have been legal, ac­ 
cording to the ruling. 
Is there any wonder that public doubts 
should confront a legal system that places 
so much stress on technicalities? 
The convention that has revised the state 
constitution— the proposed amendments to 
be voted on by the people February 26— 
has sought to obviate 
some 
of the legal 
formalism. 
One of the amendments pro­ 
vides : 
“The indictment or information shall be 
“sufficient if it state in plain and concise 
“language the facts constituting the alleg 
“ed offense.” 
The adoption of this amendment would 
prevent a recurrence 
of 
any 
more Lee 
cases. 
The omission of 
the 
word “the” 
from an indictment could not be used to 
free a convicted bribe taker.
